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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The present application has been transferred from former Examiner Khanna to the present 
Examiner. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mark Moore, Applicant's Representative, on 3/17/08 and 3/26/08, respectively (former as to 
Examiner's Amendment, latter as concerns the Extension of Time). 

IN THE CLAIMS 

In claims 30 and 3 1, the phrase, "a compound of the formula" has been deleted, and the 
phrase -the compound- inserted therein. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A method of treating/relieving/ameliorating the effects of ulcerative colitis, comprising 
administering an effective amount of the compound of AcPhe[Orn-Pro-D-Cyclohexylalanine- 
Trp-Arg] was not found to be reasonably taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 
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Schiels et al. (US 2007/0054841 Al) acknowledges the synthesis of the compound above, 
in para 109: 

The human C5a receptor antagonist AcF-[OPdChaWR] (AcPhe[Orn-Pro-D- 
Cyclohexylalanine-Trp-Arg]) was synthesized as described in International patent 
application No. PCT/AU98/00490 and No. PCT/AU02/01427, purified by reversed phase 
HPLC, and fully characterized by mass spectrometry and proton NMR spectroscopy. 
The C5a antagonist was prepared in olive oil (10 mg/mL) for oral dosing and in a 30% 
polyethylene glycol solution (0.6 mg/mL) for SC dosing. It was prepared in a 50% 
propylene glycol solution (30 mg/kg) for IP injections. 

However, neither Schiels et al. or any other reference was found to reasonably teach or suggest 
the use of this compound for the presently claimed method. Applicant has provided testing that 
has shown the enablement of this compound for this method. Thus, the invention as claimed is 
deemed in condition for allowance.
